SCAG Report 


on Corridor 


Final recommendations of the San 
Diego-Los Angeles Corridor Study 
were presented June 2 at the offices 
of the Southern California Associa- 
tion of Governments (SCAG), 
according to Yorba Linda Mayor 
Henry Wedaa, SCAG’s representa- 
tive on the study’s_ steering 
committee. 

Since 1973, a joint-venture study 
group has been analyzing increasing 
transportation needs of the 10 
million people living within the 
corridor. The corridor includes all of 
Orange County and portions of Los 
Angeles, San Bernardino, Riverside 
and San Diego counties. 

“The transportation corridor 
between Los Angeles and San Diego 
is one of the major corridors in the 
nation,’’ said Wedaa. ‘‘Our 
recommendations will outline short- 
and long-range plans for improving 
both inland and coastal travel.’’ 

The corridor study has been a joint 
effort of SCAG, the Comprehensive 
Planning Organization of the San 
Diego region and the California 
Department of Transportation. 

The study has been conducted in 
three phases. Phase two, released in 
February 1976, investigated a 
number of transportation improve- 
ments, including more highways, 
increased bus, rail and air service, 
high speed water/ground transpor- 
tation and short take-off and landing 
(STOL) aircraft. 

The third and last phase of the 
study focused on the _ best 
alternatives suggested in phase two. 

Pending approval from the 
agencies involved, the corridor 
study proposals will be included in 
the SCAG Regional Transportation 
Plan update for 1977. 


School Day 
Schedule 


A school day schedule for the 
1976-77 school year has_ been 
approved and adopted by the YLSD 
Board of Trustees. 

It is slightly different than the 
schedule in effect this year as it 
breaks down the present Grades 1-6 
into Grades 1-3 and 4-6. It also 
makes some differences in the 
number of instructional minutes. 

Starting and ending times for 
classes at Linda Vista and Nixon 
Schools will be: Grades 1-3, 8 a.m. to 
1:20 p.m.; Grades 4-6, 8 a.m. to 2:20 
p-m.: Kindergarten a.m., 8 to 11 
a.m. and kindergarten p.m., 11:20 
a.m. to 2:20 p.m. 

Starting and ending times for 
classes at Paine and Rose Drive 
Schools will be: Grades 1-3, 8:30 
a.m. to 1:50 p.m.; Grades 4-6, 8:30 
a.m. to 2:50 p.m.; Kindergarten 
a.m., 8:30 to 11:30 a.m. and 
Kindergarten p.m., 11:50 a.m. to 
2:50 p.m.. 

Grades 7-8 at YL Jr. High will 
begin at 9:15 a.m. and end at 3:20 
p.m. 

Instructional minutes are 180 for 
kindergarten, 250 for 1-3, 310 for 4-6 
and 282 for 7-8. This year 
kindergarten has had 180, 1-6 285 
and 7-8 277. 

Superintendent Sterling Fox said 
it is the ‘‘kind of program we need to 
suit our youngsters’ and added that 
it ‘‘is a good schedule with which the 
principals agree.’’

Enrollment proceedings for stu- 
dents in the Fullerton Union High 
School District, including Troy

electrocardiograph. 

After wiring Burns to the 
machine, the paramedics did a quick 
double-take when they noticed his 
heart was beating erratically and 
with only about 24 pulses a minute 
(normal would be closer to 80). 

Utilizing a special radio link, the 
EKG was transmitted immediately 
to the emergency room at the 
Orange County Medical Center, 
where physicians diagnosed the 
problem and recommended a proper 
drug. 

Four minutes after the drug was 
administered, Burns’ heartbeat was 
stabilized. He was taken to St. 
Joseph Hospital in Orange, where 
he spent two days in the critical care 
unit. He has been resting at home 
for several weeks 

‘I take things at an easier pace 
now,’’ Burns says, ‘‘and I've given 
up stimulants such as coffee and 
cokes. 

‘It wasn’t a genuine heart attack, 
but the pulse was going at a 
dangerously irregular pace, one 
which could have led to a stoppage. | 
was lucky to be in the right place at 
the right time. 

“Those paramedics are really 
efficient and will always have my 
thanks for their quick reactions.”’

The adage about fooling all the 
people all the time can be applied as 
aptly to pleasing them, as members 
of Yorba Linda City Council could 
attest Monday. 

A lot of people attended the 
council meeting that night. Some 
left happy. Most didn’t. 

One disgruntled group consisted 
of a congregation of Mormons who 
wanted to build a church in southern 
Yorba Linda. On Buena Vista, near 
the former settling basin, soon to be 
a park. 

Too near. 

Here’s what opponents of the 
project told City Council: 

“‘The tranquility of the neighbor- 
hood will be destroyed’’ (Robert D. 
Challacombe, Pebble Beach Lane); 

‘‘This area is one of the city’s most 
rural--it’s just not the proper place 
for a church’’ (Michael Newell, 
Pebble Beach Lane); 

“The church could have picked a 
much better site’’ (Bob Frankeny, 
Candlelight Lane). 

Objections centered around the 
increase in traffic a church in the 
area might cause, particularly when 
such traffic would be added to that 
generated by the settling basin- 
park. Newell presented a petition 
signed, he said, by 100 local 
residents who protested’ the 
proposal. They were appealing a 
ruling by the planning commission 
in favor of the church. 

Church spokesman Richard Sant 
protested predictions of hoards of 
devout Mormons descending upon 
the neighborhood, noting that the 
two wards to be served initially by 
the structure would each consist 
typically of 100 persons. Eventually, 
he said, a third ward could be added. 

The projected building would 
provide seating for 348, according to 
city Planner Phil Paxton. 

‘The traffic problem won't be so 
serious,’’ said Sant. ‘‘I think it’s a 
good location.’’ 

Although objectors had referred 
to another parcel of land allegedly 
owned by the Church of Latter Day 
Saints in Yorba Linda, Sant replied 
that the land had been sold by 
church headquarters in Salt Lake 
City. The Buena Vista property was 
the only land owned by the church 
here. 

Nor was the church without 
defenders from the community. ‘‘I 
think it will be compatible,’’ said 
Jerry Carlson, of Lakeview Avenue. 
“It will be a service to the people’. 

But the councilmen were not 
convinced. 

‘‘At present,’’ said Irwin Fried, 
‘‘Buena Vista cannot handle any 
significant traffic. I have to vote 
against this now, but I might 
reconsider in a year or two, as 
conditions warrant.”’ 

(City Engineer Roy Stephenson 
had pointed out that Buena Vista is 
due for future improvement.) 

‘This is a low-density, residential 
area,’’ said Dale Chaput, ‘‘and the 
residents don’t want high-density 
use. It’s not compatible with the 
community.”’ 

Vice-Mayor Anton Groot, while 
saying he would like the city to have 
a Mormon Church, admitted he had 
to agree with Chaput.

Millions For Mistakes 


School districts in this area and throughout the state are.wrestling with 
_fiscal year budgets. Administrators have figured how much money they 
need to operate the schools in the 1976-77 year and trustees are scrutin 
the individual and total amounts carefully in an effort to achieve balan 


budgets. 


Faculty members and classified employees, armed with their newly won 
collective bargaining rights by means of state legislation, are anticipating 


salary increases. 


All together the operation of the schools and the payment of salaries is 
going to cost millions and millions of dollars. Even so small a district as the 
Yorba Linda Elementary has a budget in excess of $3,000,000. 

While the regular school year is rapidly concluding, summer classes will 
be held most everywhere. One of the big items in these classes is remedial 
reading. It is also one of the aspects of the budgets which are under study. 

There are many expenditures with which people don’t agree but there is 
seldom any disagreement about remedial reading. It is one area where 
everyone seems to agree that the money is well spent. 

The tragedy is that there has to be remedial reading classes. Certainly, 
they are allowable for that infinitesimal number of slow readers who 
require assistance. However, there are students taking remedial reading 
who should have been taught the subject correctly in the normal course of 


their studies. 


Children not only have difficulty reading but their spelling is atrocious. 
And this applies to many adults, too, because they were not taught to read or 


spell when they were in school. 


If we believe, as most everyone does, that one of the vital concerns is the 
lack of communication, how can we justify the inability of the school systems 
to teach students how to read and write. If a person can do neither correctly 
how can he or she effectively communicate? 

This newspaper, and every other one, has the evidence on hand through 
submitted material, altogether too much of it from people who are being 
paid to send out news releases, that schools just do not teach reading and 


writing. 


Of all the millions of dollars that are being budgeted and approved as 
expenditures we would like to see a goodly portion expended on expanded 
efforts within the regular curriculums to teach children how to read and 
write. If they learn this they will automatically know how to spell.

And the church’s request for the 
conditional-use permit they needed 
was disapproved 3-0. 

Another dissatisfied group was 
the homeowners of the Whispering 
Woods housing tract, located on the 
west side of Avocado north of Yorba 
Linda Boulevard. 

A road winds through the tract 
and finally comes to an end on the 
northern boundary. The original 
idea was that it would eventually be 
extended to serve another tract to be 
built on the north side. 

Now the tract (a dozen houses) is 
about to be built, and the 
Whispering Woods residents don’t 
like it a bit. 

Spokesman Jack Bassett present- 
ed a petition signed, he explained, 
by 26 of the 28 voters in the tract 
protesting the increased traffic 
which the addition would create. A 
more natural access to the homes 
would be from Oriente, Bassett said. 

But the provisional tract map for 
the development had already been 
approved, Vice-Mayor Groot point- 
ed out, and the period for 
challenging it had passed. 

So what can be done? asked the 
angry residents. 

Not much, apart from asking the 
developer if he would be nice 
enough to change his plans to 
accommodate the homeowners, the 
city replied. And there was precious 
little chance of that, seeing how far 
along those plans were. 

Why weren’t they notified while 
there was still a chance to get the 
plans changed? the increasingly 
irate citizens demanded. 

Well, neither the city code nor 
state law require a public hearing for 
approval of a tentative tract map. 
Maybe, though, \that wouldn’t be 
such a bad idea, Groot mused. He 
directed city staff to look into it. 

In the meanwhile, since there was 
nothing else to be done, Councilman 
Chaput moved the city ask the 
developer to see if he couldn't 


change his plans. The motion 
passed. 
And the homeowners left, 


muttering about getting a lawyer. 

In a less controversial move, the 
council adopted a proposal by absent 
Mayor Henry Wedaa that a special 
‘‘Town Hall’’ meeting be held to 
acquaint the public with a financial 
situation which has led City

the coming fiscal year and to afford 
the public a chance to respond. 

Under the proposal, the Town 
Hall meeting would take place after 
a public hearing on the budget, 
conducted in the normal manner, on 
Tuesday night, June 22.
